GENERAL. 


Great  Britain.-  According  to  a  recent  cablegram  iron  our  Agricultural 
Commissioner  in  London,  the  estimate  of  crop  conditions  in  Great  Britain,  as 
published  in  the  London  Times,  is  93*3°  Per  cent  of  the  average  condition  for 
wheat,  76.3  for  barley,  7^-13  for  oats,  85.77  for  beans,  83. 97  for  potatoes 
and  75*5  f°r  root  crops.      The  hay  crop  is  reported  to  be  the  smallest  gathered 
or  grown. 

Norway.-  The  July  1  condition  of  crops  in  Norway,  according  to  a  recent 
radiogram,  is  90  per  cent  of  the  average  condition  in  the  case  of  wheat;  104 
per  cent  for  rye;  96  per  cent  for  barley \  95  per  cent  for  oats;  and  95  Per  cent 
for  potatoes. 

Netherlands.-  The  Dutch  Ministry  of  Agriculture  issued  a  statement,  June 
l6,  indicating  that  the  condition  of  crops  this  year  was  poorer  than  at  the  same 
time  last  year. 

Germany.-  General  crop  conditions  in  Prussia,  excluding  Waldeck  and 
Prymont,  at  the  beginning  of  June  were  near  normal  with  the  exception  of  winter 
wheat,  winter  barley,  winter  rape  and  unirrigated  meadows.      Improvements  were 
experienced  over  the  condition  at  the  beginning  of  May  in  the  cases  of  winter 
wheat,  mixed  winter  grains  and  the  hay  and  grass  crops.      In  nearly  all  cases 
prospects  were  poorer  than  they  were  at  the  same  time  last  year* 

Rumania,-  Rumanian  fields  are  in  good  condition  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  all  crops  will  yield  well  this  year. 

Yugoslavia.-  In  Yugoslavia  good  crops  are  expected  in  flax, hemp  and 
tobacco. 

Russia.-  According  to  a  telegrapnic  ccmmuni cation  the  crop  conditions 
up  to  June  16,  were  above  average  in  the  Southeast  and  in  the  Ukraine,  below 
average  in  the  Northwest  and  about  average  in  the  remainder  of  Russia.

Algeria*-  The  cereal  harvest  of  Algeria  is  reported  much  below  normal, 
Tunis.-  The  barley  harvest  and  the  wheat  prospect  are  both  poor  this 

year. 

South  Africa,-  The  outlook  for  the  new  -wheat  crop  in  South  Africa  is 
very  unfavorable,  while  the  reports  of  the  com  harvest  indicate  a  poor  yield. 

Australia.-  General  conditions  have  been  very  good  in  most  states  of 
Australia  although  rain  has  been  generally  needed.      There  have  been  complaints 
of  drought  in  the  northern  ana  western  areas  of  New  South  Wales. 


FERTILIZERS  IN  GERMANY. 


Since  the  war  the  German  Government  has  been  subsidising  the  phosphate 
industry  with  the  view  of  increasing  the  production  of  grain  and  fodder  in 
the  country.

The  area  planted  for  the  I92I  harvest  has  increased  for  winter  .vheat,  winter 
rye  an^.  potatoes  over  the  1920  acreage^      Other  crop  acreages  all  show  decreases  for 
that  period,  and  none  of  the  crops  have  reached  the  1913  areas.      Yields  for  I$21 
make  a  nucn  more  satisfactory  showing.    The  yields  of  simmer  wheat,  summer  rye  and 
potatoes  have  fallen  off,  partly  because  of  the  decreased  acreage  and  partly  oecause 
of  tne  uEy  backward  spring.      The  winter  grains,  sterner  barley,  and  oats,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  given  increased  yields,  sometimes  in  spite  of  decreased  acreage. 
The  small  yields  of  I92O  and  1921  as  compared  with  1913,  3X6  due  in  part  to  the 
lack  of  labor  in  the  fields  during  the  war  and  the  impossibility  of  obtaining 
sufficient  quantities  of  fertilizer  during  and  after  the  war.      The  wide  difference 
in  yielas  is  also  minimized  by  making  a  deduction  of  ten  per  cent  in  the  yields  of 
1913,  since  experiences  during  the  war  have  led  to  the  conclusion  that  German  pre-war 
harvests,    as  an  average,  were  over-estimated  by  ten  percent.

At  the  out-break  of  the  war  there  were  slightly  more  than  l6, 000,000 
in  the  country,  hut  there  was  a  decline  to  9,U05,OCO  by  1920. 

French  hog  production  has  for  generations  shewn  hut  slight  variations  from 
one  year  to  another.    The  average  for  the  10  years  preceding  the  war  was  about 
7,000,000.    This  number  »vas  reduced  to  less  than  U, 000,000  by  1918,  but  has  been 
slowly  increasing,  with  5,000,000  reported  for  1920.    Competent  observers  state 
that  there  was  a  substantial  increase  laat  year.    In  the  absence  of  official  f igurer  , 
this  opinion  would  appear  to  be  supported  by  the  abundant  supply  of  fresh  domestic 
hog  meat  thrown  on  the  market  during  the  past  winter.
